In  this  article,  I  continue  with  ideas  that 
point  out  how  Conservative  Judaism  is  com¬ 
mitted  to  Jewish  tradition  and  to  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  mitzvot. 

We  are  G-d’s  partners  in  safeguarding 
His  creation.  A  Conservative  Jew  does  not  just 
believe  in  repairing  the  world,  but  works 
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towards  that  goal.  The  Conservative  Jew  is  not 
only  pained  by  human  suffering,  but  does 
something  to  relieve  it. 

•  Participate  in  synagogue  social  justice 
programs. 

•  Give  tzedakah  regularly. 

•  Make  bikur  holim  (visiting  the  sick)  a 
regular  activity. 

Klal  Yisrael ,  the  unity  of  the  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple,  is  a  central  value  of  the  Conservative 
Movement.  In  making  decisions  about  our 
lives  or  our  religious  practices,  we  must  think 
about  their  impact  on  the  entire  Jewish  com¬ 
munity.  We  must  avoid  taking  actions  that  will 
divide  us  from  other  Jews.

o  you  recall  the  article  that  appeared  in 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Bulletin 
this  past  April  about  the  Indiana  Junior 
High  School  students  who  were  attempting  to 
collect  6  million  soda  can  tabs? 

Here  is  an  update  on  their  efforts:  They 
met  and  even  exceeded  their  goal!  In  a  mov¬ 
ing  ceremony  held  in  the  school  auditorium, 
the  7th  graders  silently  brought  bags  to  the 
stage,  each  containing  20,000  tabs  (which  was 
the  average  daily  death  toll  during  the  Holo¬ 
caust).  After  ten  minutes  and  300  trips,  they 
had  formed  a  pile  measuring  20’  by  6’  that  was 
2.5’  high.  They  then  brought  out  the  excess 
tabs  they  had  collected,  which  were  placed 
around  the  huge  pile.  In  total,  they  had 
amassed  over  11,600,00  tabs!
